Washington, June IO. — (UP) — 
The amount of money apent in the 
Pennsylvania primaries by the group 
of whicn Secretary of the Treasury 
Andrew W. Mellon is the leader, was 
to be the subject of inquiry at to­ 
day’s session of the senate committee 
investigating primary campaign ex­ 
penditures. 
A group or campaign chiefs were 
called by Senator Reed, 
democrat, 
Missouri, to iell how much 
money 
was spent.. 
Reed was satisfied with testimony 
of Governor (Fifield Pinch it and his 
secretary, P. S. Stahlneckor, who in­ 
formed th*' committee that probably 
more than $200,000 had been 
ex­ 
pended in behalf of Pinchot’s candi­ 
dacy. 
Pinchot 
admitted that 
he 
personally and others, phiefly rela­ 
tives, had give nabout $100,000 to 
the campaign fund and that county 
committees had worked for him with­ 
out 
returning 
statements of this 
fund. 
Reed promised to call to the stand 
Joseph R. Grundy, a leader in the 
Pepper campaign, as first witness to­ 
day. 
(Ii undy knows the amount ex­ 
pended by all the candidate? for the 
republican senatorial nomination and 
Reed expects to get his opinion on 
the amount spent by his opponents. 


Washington, June IO— Investigat­ 
ors have ascertained that at 
least 
2,500 persons were Illegally voted in 
the city of Pittsburgh in the recent 
primary, Charles E. McGovern, man­ 
ager of the west state headquarters 
of Gifford Pinehot, unsuccessful can­ 
didate for the republican senatorial 
nomination, told the senate investi­ 
gating committee today. 
McGovern said he 
had 
selected 
men to find out whether those vot­ 
ing had tax receipts, which are re­ 
quired by law'. 
“We did not have enough money 
to investigate all of them,” he said, 
“ but we found 2,500 who had no tax 
receipts or had fraudulent tax 
re­ 
ceipts and who should not have been 
permitted to vote under the law.” 


GIVES STORY OFF WHAT 
HE VIEWED VOTE BUYING 
Washington, June IO.— A story of 
what he viewed as vote buying in 
the Pennsylvania primary was relat­ 
ed to the senate primary investigat­ 
ing committee today by Charles O. 
McGovern, western state manager of 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot 
of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
McGovern said that Pinchot's op­ 
ponents, William S. Vare, wet and 
Sen. George Wharton Pepper, spent 
nearly a half million dollars for paid 
watchers at the polls in Allegheny 
county (Pittsburgh) alone on elec­ 
tion day. 
He pronounced the system of hir­ 
ing paid 
watchers 
nothing 
more 
than 
a 
subterfuge 
for 
“buying 
votes.’' 
He charged that considering the 
total votes of Pepper and Vare in 
the county they had spent more than 
$7 for each vote. 
Pepper’s 
expenditures 
for 
paid 
watchers alone made each vote 
in 
the county cost him $-1.14 and Vare 
$3.21, McGovern said. 
It is understood that W. L. Mellon, 
nephew of the secretary of the treas­ 
ury will be called to the stand at the 
session tonight to answer questions 
as to how much the Mellon organiza­ 
tion spent in Pepper’s behalf. 
McGovern’s sensational claims fol­ 
lowed charges at the opening of the 
hearing that at least 2,500 voters il­ 
legally voted in the recent jprimary. 
Pepper had 35,350 watchers at a 
cost of $10 a day making this item 
run $353,500, McGovern 
charged. 
Vare, he said, had 14,140. 
Both must have spent 
$494,900 
for this charge in the one county, 
McGovern said. 
And there are 67 counties in the 
state, he added. 
McGovern said the "machine 
in 
the state" was controlled by M. G. 
Leslie and Rep. Vare, 
with 
Leslie 
running it in the west and Vare in 
the east. 
“Their idea is apparently to defeat 
the will of the people,"* 
said 
the

"Is that practice confined to the 
republican party?’” asked Sen. Cloff. 
"No, I don’t think so," McGovern 
replied.

Farmers are faced this season with 
the shortest crop production of the 
last 15 years, due to an unseasonable 
spring, the agricultural department 
announced today. 
Bumper crops of 
winter 
wheat 
were foiecast with production total­ 
ling about 543,300,000 bushels, an 
increase of nearly 150,000,000 bush­ 
els over the harvest last year, hut 
the condition of practically all other 
crops is much below normal. 
The condition of spring wheat Is 
7.4 per cent below a IO year average 
of 89.9 per cent. 
The crop in the 
northwest is suffering for moisture 
and is below average in most produc­ 
ing states. 
Pastures and hay crop 
have suffered from drought. 
Whip* 
In the southwest and west the hay 
crop will be good, 
indications 
are 
the harvest for the entire country 
will be smaller than for any previ­ 
ous 15 years. 
The planting of corn and 
other 
late crops has not been completed, 
the department said, therefore 
no 
prospective condition or production 
estimate could be made.
